No amount of argument 
lionevei, can change facts. It u%ed to bo 
said tha this country was simply a t,on]eil- 
ciutiuu nl States and some of our good peo. 
pic are not convinced now that it ought not 
to bo. I'cihaps it ought to bo; pel haps we 
have gone aside from the original undeistand- 
ing, perhaps we would bo bettor off with the 
doclune of States' rights flourishing in full 
bloom; perhaps a whole lot of things, but the 
fact remains (hat all these perhapses do not 
actually exist, the fact remains that wliatev- 
ar tho United States ought tu be as a nmttei 
of theory, she 1ms, by loice of circumstances 
thai no man nor no paity could contiol, be- 
come a nation, one and indivisible, and all 
things that happen uneinngly point to the 
fact that whether wo want it or not wo must 
continue to be a nation; we must bo an entire 
people piosided over by one gonciai goveru- 
nent, and we cannot be forty-four little sep- 
arate governments bound together by a 
Bompact, no matter how much better this 
might b( in the opinion of some. 


This fact affects only ourselves and our re- 


lations with each other. Some other facts 
iiowcrcr ars hardening into being that will 
affect us in our relations with the icst of the 
world. 
We aio fighting a Emopcau nation. 


Wo have undeitaken to set free fiom the 
mother country a colony oi that nation. 
It 


may or may not have been the proper thing 
to undertake this, but we are in for it now 
nnd we propose to stay in until we do it, and 
what then? According to latest advices it 
has become necessary in order to accomplish 
ourobjcit to blockade I'ui to llico, another 
colony o' tho same power so near to Cuba 
that it si'ems quite ii'itural that it should be 
involved, but also in order to cripple Spain 
re have also blockaded the ports of the Phil- 
lipine Islands, away oft on tho othei side of 
tho worl 1, and in order to do this we may 
have to unncx the Sandwich Islands so as to 
liave a hfn-bor and a coaling station of our 
own in the middle of the Pacific. 


What will the next fact be ? If we an- 


nex Hawaii we will have to keep her 
whether we wunt to or not. If wo have 
alockaeled Poito Kico and the Phillipines, we 
cannot continue the blockade forever but 
will probably have to take possesion of both, 
and in tiny event we"will probably have to 
take and hold them as secui ity for the damages 
against Spain.

which without doubt will compel us to at least

In reply to nn inquiry I would say tbat 


the range Under used on our sonoonst de- 
fenses is not a government secret, but is n 
patented appliance, an improvement upon 
a system tbat has been iu lisa since ancient 
times. There nre In use three sets of ap- 
paratus somewhat different from each oth- 
er which were invented by Captnln Wnt- 
Islns, an English engineer; Lieutenant 
Lewis of our army, and Lieutenant Fisk ot 
our navy. They are very complicated, 
and it is difficult to explain their opera- 
tion so it can be understood by laymen 
All such inventions are an appliance of 
the mathematical principle that, knowing 
the base of a triangle and the two angles 
at its extremities, one can calculate tbe 
distance between them. On coast defenses 
the base of the triangle It, permanent, with 
fixed objects to mark Its terminus. The 
angles are Ascertained by observations 
through instruments made for that, pur- 
pose, and when they ore known there is a 
eariesof printed calculations coxoringall 
possible situations which enables the gun- 
ner to catch the distance of bis target at a 
glance. 


At sea, when a vessel is moving, tho base 


Is fixed and nicasuied upon tlie dock. A 
telescope Is placed at either end of tbat 
line, and tbe lenses of both are (ocusod 
upon the object to be shot nt. An observa- 
tion is then taken, a rapid mathematical 
calculation is made, tbe book of tabloa is 
referred to, and in a moment the gunner 
may know whether the enemy's cruiser Is 
5Ji or 6K miles away or any other given 
distance. Thla, of course, requires a great 
deal of technical skill and mathematical 
ability, but It is said to be absolutely ac- 
curate, and tbe apparatus is so sensitive 
and regulated to such a fine degree tbat 
by turning a key a monster gun weighing 
100 tons can be instantly adjusted so that 
with B given quantity of powder it will 
carry a projectile of n given weight exactly 
the dlstanoo which the range finder line 
determined. Of course tho gunner must 
know the contents of his cartridge, be- 
cause that is a material factor in his prob- 
lem. He must also make allowances for 
tbe wind, for tbe resistance of tbe atmos- 
phere, for the curvature of the earth and 
for the movement of tbe enemy's fleet if it 
IB in motion. 
The range finder Is, bow- 


ever, a great deal more accurate than tho 
human eje, and persons with defective 
vision will often insist tbat a gun is badly 
aimed and find out to the contrary after 
the shot Is firod. 


Although v.e have guns on our battle 


ehips and in the fortresses on the coast that 
will carry a projectile 13 miles; it would 
be folly to attempt to use them at that dis- 
tance, because, owing to the curvature of 
tho earth, it would bo impossible to see 
the target. A man in a small boat upon 
the surface of the wator cannot sec moie 
than four miles. From the bridge of an 
ordinary man-of-war, which may be 30 
feet from the wator, a man with good aye 
sight or with a glass can see eight or nine 
miles. A man at the masthead can see 10 
or 12 iniles, but very indistinctly, and that 
is the limit of human vision on a level 
surface.—W. K. Curtis In Chicago Record.

A Mill Street Store Fortified. 


A model fort is displayed in the bulk win- 


dow of W. H. Hay & Co.'s store which is the 
handiwork of Thomas B. Harkins, president 
of the foundry compnny. Mr. Hai kins saw 
the originals of this style of fort while in ac- 
tive service at Richmond and Petersburg 
and made this model by hand out of the same 
kind of material as the forts, which was a 
sandy loam. An abatis surrounds the fort 
made of sharp sticks to protect it from a 
charge, and directly in front is the nlitch 
from which the-eaith was taken to throw up 
the breastworks, behind which aie three 
brass cannon and some tin soldiers in the 
rear to lend reality to the scene. Mr. Har- 
kins says that this style of fort was used 
mostly to protect the permanent field en- 
campinents, and were almost impregnable. 
The model is interesting on account of the 
proportions being carried out as nearly us 
possible, the scale being one foot to thirty- 
two feet. 


A Patriotic Sermon. 


On last Sabbath evening ai the Presbyter- 


ian churcb Dr. Alison gave the first of a sc- 
ries of discourses on subjects connected wilh 
our war with Spain. 
He reviewed the his- 


tory of Spanish missrule in Mexico from 1617 
to May 14th, 1867, when it secured its inde- 
pendence i.nd the establishment of the Re- 
public. It is a terrible story of injustice and 
persecution. He showed that it was only by 
the intervention of the United States that 
Mexico's freedom was eventually obtained, 
in tliat case, however, without our arms hav- 
ing to be used. Next Sabbath evening, he 
h»s announced, he will take for his theme 
"The story of Spain's doings in Cuba from 
the time of its discovery in 1492 to the pres- 
ent day." 
Dr. Alison is devoting his Sab- 


bath evening services to these studies not only 
because they are timely but because he be- 
lieves it to be the duty of the church to edu- 
cate the people on current topics intimately 
associated with the work of righteousness. 
He believes that a religion that is not patri- 
otic is unvoi thy of the name and that no 
subject, can be more deserving of considera- 
tion from the sacred desk than that which 
has compelled our1 beloved country to enter 
the field of battle purely and solely iu the 
interest of down-trodden humanity.

Within the pnst two yenrs Dr. Samuel 


I. Gnrvln, the jail physician, had been 
iceplng the bullets extracted from the 
xidles of prisoners whose wounds were 
Ircesed before the men were placed behind 
he bars, says the Louisville Courier-Jour- 
ul. Tho collection rapidly increased, but 
-ecently Dr. Garvin found a number of 
he bullets missing from the little tin box 
n which ho keeps them and has never 
joen able to trace them. Strolling into his 
fflce ID the jail, a reporter found the doc- 
tor closely examining the bullets which 
were scattered about the table. 


"It is something remarkable," be eaid, 


licking up one of the small slugs that was 
lettered and twisted out of shape, "how 
tbo human body will deflect a ballet 
Now, this one recalls the time when 
negro was sent here who was shot In the 
left shoulder. I probed for some time 
wltbout being able to locate the ball and 
was about to glva the search up as hope- 
less when I found it lodged securely un- 
der the man'i tongue. He never felt It 
there and was greatly surprised when I 
out it out. The operation never interfered 
with his speech afterward. 
* 


"Now, this one reminds me of another 


peculiar case," continued tho doctor, pick 
ing up a piece of metal that was curved on 
one Hide and flat on the other. "A man 
named King was brought here recently, 
who was shot In the lower part of tho left 
jaw. 
I probed for tbo ball and succeeded 


in finding halt of the bullet above the ear, 
under the son I p. I was never able to find 
the other half." 


The ball looked as If It had been cut 


with a sharp knife, so smooth was the 
surface. So many persons submit them- 
selves to tho doctor's knife pud thin, steel 
probe that he remembers but few of the 
names of the persons upon whom he has 
operated. He cited an Instance where a 
man was shot between the toes and tho 
ball was taken out at the ankle. 


One bullet had been flattened from tho 


broad end almost down to the middle. 
It 


bad turned In Its flight. It had struck n 
negro squarely on the forehead, but snob 
was the resistance of the thick frontal 
bone that, instead of penetrating Into the 
head, its course was abruptly stopped, and 
the ball was out from the skin. Had it 
been a white man, Dr. Oarvln said, the 
bullet would have pierced the forehead 
and entered the brain. 


Lying about tho table were about 30 of 


the littla pieces of lead, bent and flattened 
into every conceivable shape, caused by 
striking or grazing the bone. Each has 
its history, but a shooting hoe Is an ordi- 
nary occurrence, and the jail physician sel- 
dom bothers about the history or the de- 
tails of the case. 


In speaking of probing for bullets and 


peculiar incidents in regard to shooting 
scrapes Dr. Qarvin recalled thedny in 1855 
when General Lovell H. Rousseau was 
shot by Dr. Stand if ord in the courthouse 
yard, the provocation being a political dis- 
pute. General Rousseau was carried into 
an office on Court place, where It was 
found that be bad been shot In the center 
of the abdomen. When the location of tho 
wound was discovered, the physicians Im- 
mediately gave up hope of General Rous- 
seau's recovery. O;i examination, bow- 
ever, they found that: the ball bad struck 
the linen, alba, the dense, fibrous tissue, 
about an Inch wide, that extends around 
the abdomen. 
This saved the general's 


life. 
The ball circled around and lodged 


somewhere near tho spinal column and 
was never removed.

LIVES OF 201 PERSONS. 


It Curried • Llf« Linn to the Foundered 


Ship Arohlre, and AH B»ve One of lit 
I'MKnien mid Craw Got Aihore—How 
It Ii Honored For 1U Noble Service. 


A Si pound round ghat, with n short 


ohntn nttaobcd, cow lying on the table of 
General Superintendent Klinbnll of the life 
laving Hurvloo, calls up a noted occurrence 
long since forgotten, except by a few old 
people, which was In Its time a celebrated 
cose. The ball is no less than the first 
ibot ever fired In the United States for the 
purpose of saving life, and after perform- 
ing Its iiiont noble service It lay for over 
£0 yenni In the bottom of the floa. 


On tli8 20th of December, 1849, the 


British Hhlp Ayrshire sailed from Nowry, 
Ireland, bound for New York, with 202 
persons on board, mostly Immigrants, Booh- 
ing bonJOB and fortune In the States. 
In 


those diiys transatlantic steamers were nob 
numerous, the first regular line, the Cu- 
nardors, having boon established only nine 
fears before, and thousands of Immigrants 
wore transported In the famous soiling 
packets of the time. Six weeks later tho 
Ayrshire was off tho port of destination In 
thomiustof a northeast tempest, which 
rolled and pitched her about with croat 
fury. 


About midnight of Jan. 19, 1850, she 


•truck bottom with terrific force, heeled 
over towcrd tho beach and the son began 
to sweep over hnr sldos In great volumes 
that drenched and terrified all on board. 
Many of the piissongers were women and 
children, who were either crowded Into 
one of tho small deckhouses or lashed to 
the bnlwurtts ana rigging to prevent their 
being swept overboard. Tho night was 
dark and bitter cold and for two hours do- 
ipolr rolfjnod on board, for there was little 
hope that tho ship would hold together un- 
til morning and no hopo of escape should 
she go to pieces before that time. 


However, nbout two hours after she 


struct tho half fnmt.io company b«fco!d a 
Hash of light lushoro, then detected n 
Bound as of a muffled cannon, nnd a min- 
ute later hoard o heavy Iron ball crash on 
board. That wns tho ball referred to. At- 
tuohod to Is was a life lino that wns to bo 
the means of rescuing all save ono of tbo 
entire number on the Ayrshire. A larger 
line was soon drawn to tho ship by tho 
Bailors, and then cnmo the life car, then a 
new and untried devloo. It wns a small 
Iron boat covered over so thnt it was very 
nearly nllko on both sides and having In 
the top on opening through which persons 
to the number of six or seven could crawl 
and then shut themselves up, when they 
would be hauled aslioro. 
To some of the 


noro timid tbo remedy eoemed almost as 
bad at tho disease, but (ill iUnally conclud- 
ed that In tho llttlo ark was to bo found 
their only safety, and eventually all savo 
one wore tnkon to tho land without tbo 
smallest mishap. Tho person lost was a 
Mr. Boll of Now York, whoso sister and 
her two or three daughters had boon placed 
In tho car and wore about to be son t nsbaro 
when he Insisted upon accompanying 
them. As there was no room for him in- 
sldo the car ho foolishly undertook to 
ollng to tlio outside* of It mid as n mutter 
of course was wnshed of! iuul drowned. 


Soon after tho storm was over tho hulk 


of tho wreck began to settle down In tho 
sand and was finally wholly eovoiod up. 
There It lay for £8 yours, when a heavy 
gale sot up n strong current along shore 
that dug away the sand and once more ox 
posed the skeleton of tho old wixjck 
view. A pnrty of wreckers were noon o 
board and In searching tho cabin cam 
across the old mortar ball. 


There was no doubt of its identity, ni 


It was returned to tho companionship o 
the llttlo mortar which gent it whizzing 
seaward on Its erriind of humanity rcior 
than SO years before. Sineo tho rccoverj 
of the ball It nnd tho mortar have boon on 
exhibition at all tho groat Interstate am 
international expositions. 


When the Ayrshire was wrecked, the 
•"llfo TawiriK service of tho United 
now so Important, was llttlo more than a 
name, nnd many a ship's company was 
thereafter lost on tho black and ugly 
coasts of Long Island nnd New Jersey. 


It la known thnt during tho 20 years 


from 1850 to 1870 as maay lives wore lost 
by shipwreck on tho two coasts named as 
were lost under the present life saving 
system in tho next 20 years on nil tho 
ocean and lakecoastsof tho entire country. 


Tho old life car has boon superseded by 


• lighter, though larger ono, nnd for ordi- 
nary rescues n device known as tho breech- 
es bnoy WIIH adopted. By this agency two 
persons may be taken ashore at n time, 
and when the number on board Is small, 
as is usually tho case, It is much the han- 
dler and preferable appliance. 


A modern lino firing gun, too, has taken 


the place of tbo old mortar. This gun Is 
the Invention of Captain B. A. Lylo of the 
United States army nnd n zealous member 
of the life wiving board on devices for res- 
cuing the shipwrecked. To its design and 
perfection ho devoted himself as to n labor 
of love, and with tho result that today the 
life saving nervtoo of tho United States has 
the most farreachlug gun nnd tho best 
equipments pertinent to it of any similar 
establishment In the world—the gun, the 
powder, shut and lino being manufactured 
expressly for it. 


The old round shot and mortar had their 


day and are entitled to respectful attention 
and tbo gratitude of mniiynrescued casta- 
way, but tho Lyle gun, with Its extended 
range and unfailing reliability, is as much 
nhcad of the old time appliance as tho 
modern cannon Is in advance of tho an- 
Bient carroimde.—Washington Stnr.

The Making of India Ink. 


Tho manufacture of so called India Ink, 


has remained n jealously guarded trade 
secret for centuries. Tho name of the ar- 
ticle Itself Is n misnomer, for tho center of 
Its production Is situated in tho Chineso 
province An-flu. 
Tho raw material is 


lampblack obtained by tho burning of a 
mixture of oil of sesame with varnish and 
hog's lard. 
Tho slower the combustion 


tho better and more precious is the prod- 
not. The lampblack is mixed with a cer- 
tain amount of glue. Tho dough thus 
formed Is then beaten with steel hammers 
on woodon anvils, and two laborers work- 
ing together at; this task can finish about 
40 pounds of tho dough per day. A small 
addition of Japanese camphor and musk 
gives it its peculiar smell. 
While still 


pliant the mixture Is shaped in wooden 
tvrma and driua Curing tnlr weather. In 
order to bo perfect each cake must be ox- 
posed to tho air for SO days. Thirty or S3 
of tho ordinary sticks weigh a pound nnd 
tho price in China varies, according to the 
quality, from fiO cents to $36 per pound. 
Tho bettor grades of India ink are not ex- 
ported at all, but used up in China proper. 
Writing in tin. Celestial Umpire Is dono 
exclusively with India ink, which is mixed 
by rubbing the cako on a stone contain- 
ing n littlo water iu a hollow. Brushes of 
rabbit hair are used by the natives instead 
>f pens. 
There are 12 distinct grades of 


India Ink, each of which is designated by 
a special name, and the makers are com- 
pelled to sell tho bettor grades only to otis- 
rcniersof rank, a regular scale being estab- 
ishcd nnd religiously followed for a num- 
ber of centuries.— Philadelphia Record.

on any other. But fireworks are consume; 
more or less the year round, for politico 
and other demonstrations, and In thcsoutl 
the chiof consumption of fireworks Is noi 
at Fourth of July time, but around the 
ruidwintor holidays. To supply the trade 
thus distributed and to be ready for the 
seasons of greatest demand fireworks fac- 
tories remain In constant operation. 
The 


traveling salesman selling fireworks keeps 
tho road 11 months in the year. 


Liko many other things fireworks are 


sold largely by sample. 
The variety now 


offered is far greater than formerly, and 
there are mure specialities, and goods are 
put up more attractively than ever—in 
fact, keeping up with the general modern 
advancement. Tho traveling salesman for 
a fireworks establishment might carry per- 
haps five trunks of samples, tbe goods bo- 
in'g inndo up precisely like those produced 
to burn, but being really dummies. He 
does not, of course, carry samples of great 
sot pieces, but he carries all sotts ot«taple 
goods—bombs, and candles, and rockets 
and so on—and all sorts of specialties, such, 
for example, as whistling fireworks, and 
various others. 


Fireworks, like many other things, ore 


also often sold from photographs. 
Big 


pieces aro sold In this manner, and big 
pieces are also made specially to order to 
suit local requirements. 
Small fireworks 


are sometimes sold by photograph, the pic- 
tures boiug colored to represent the goods, 
nnd such photographs are used in tho In- 
troduction of novelltias. 
If the dealer de- 


sires to see these or perhaps all the sam- 
ples, they are shown precisely as shoes, or 
dry goods or carpets or other samples 
would bo. 


The man selling fireworks covers the 


country across to the other coast. 
Some 


fireworks for consumption In San Fran- 
cisco next Fourth of July have already 
been shipped by sea. Deliveries are-made, 
of course, in accordance with the demand. 
Shipments may be governed by local or 
dinonces of municipalities In one part 
the country and another restricting th 
period within which fireworks may be 
stored or offered for sale.
